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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: of the reasons clearly set forth in the 1 
communication mailed on 08/24/2007. In that, the proposed amendment to claim 26, lines 10-11, filed on 07/30/2007, raise new issues in 
regards to the language "a plurality of connectors engaged with each of said positioning apparatus, said framing and said bracket, said 
connectors securing" which would require further consideration and/or search. In addition, the proposed amendment to claim 26 at lines 
10-11, filed on 7/30/2007, changes the scope of the finally rejected claims 26-35, by introducing newly presented structural limitations that 
were not previously claimed and considered and/or searched, which clearly does not place the application in better form for appeal by 
materially reducing or simplying the issue for appeal. Applicant should be advised that, applicant cannot, as matter of right, amend any 
finally rejected claims, see MPEP 714.13, whether applicant proclaims he/she is attempting to clarify the claim language to overcome 
certain objections/rejections.
